MOTORCYCLE LEGISLATION 1969 


Only one piece of legislation pertain- 
ing to motorcycles has passed into law 
so far this session. This one bill is a 
minor measure which will be of some 
bnefit to motorcyclists. Over the years 
certain restrictions have been placed 


mixed blessing in the daytime. Ona busy 
surface street, with much cross traffic 
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Assemblyman John Foran of 
San Francisco (which included AB 382 by 
Assemblyman Tom Hom of San Díego) 
was ammended by the author in the hear- 
ing before the Assembly Transportation 
Committee to eliminate all reference to 
the mandatory wearing of helmets. It 
retained the provision for the California 
Highway Patrol to set standards for hel- 
mets to be sold in California and pro- 
hibited the sale of sub-standard helmets, 


ard helmet is highly hazardous and it is 
not easy for the average buyer to deter- 
mine quality on his own. 

The 1968 session passed the license 
requirement which is in some sort of 
operation throughout the state, removed 
the handgrip requirement, added the re- 
quirement of keeping the feet on the 
footpeg while riding and required that 
windshields, whenever used, must be of 
safety material, Mandatory footwear 
failed to pass last year. 

Many states are in process of repeal- 
ing or amending helmet requirements, 
In Ilinois the legislature and the supreme 
court raced to the voiding of mandatory 
helmets with the court winning by a 
slight margin in declaring the law un- 
constitutional. The repealer was passed 
anyway.

CASTLE ROCK, WASH,, July 19,1969- 
California riders continued their domin- 
ation of national Championship TT events 
and for the fourth straight time this year 
won both the expert and amateur finals, 

Mert Lawwill became the first rider 
in the five year history of Castle Rockto 
win for the second time, as well as the 
first rider on the national circuit to win 
three championship races this year, 

Mert and his self tuned Harley-David- 
son quickly established that they were the 
combination to beat as they set the fast- 
est time trial on Friday night and then 
record by far the fastest ten lap heat race 
on Saturday night before another record 
crowd, estimated at 8,000, 

The hosting Mt, St, Helens M,C, field- 
ed the largest TT entry of the entire year 
with about half being eliminated in time 
trials, Local amateur Squire Tomasi was 
the fastest yellow plater, but was out of 
the running after the first two laps of his 
heat race, 

Top nine expert qualifiers were less 
two are first year rookies, Jim Rice and 
Tom Rockwood were the only two first 
time white platers to time in the top, Rice 
finished eighth in the final with Rockwood 
missing the transfer from the semi to the 
main by one position, Ascot TT winner

Lawwill, Dick Mannand Mark Williams 
came up as the three heat race winners, 
all closely bought from start to finish, 
Williams and Emil Ahola were the big 
favorites with the Northwest crowd, 
Ahola had finished third in '68, 

The semi main for the experts pro- 
vided much of the excitement, Only four 
riders were to transfer to the final, Dan 
Haaby fought to hold fourth all the way to 
the final corner then Gary Nixon slammed 
to the inside and the two crossed the line 
with bar leaning ọn bar, Haaby crossed 
the first line ahead, Nixon’s wheel wasin 
front at the second line, 18" from the 
first! Fans cheered when it was an- 
nounced that officials had called ita dead 
even finish, Both Nixon and Haaby were 
transferred to the final, Dusty Coppage 
won the Semi, 

Eddie Mulder was off to another of his 
perfect starts in the 30 lap final and 
managed to hold the lead until the fifth 
lap when he gave way to the unstoppable 
Lawwill, who had also won the event in 
767, Mulder continued to- lose ground 
and finished 12th, 

Eddie Wirth pulled off a controlled 
crash, taking Jimmy Odom down with him 


on the seventh lap. He was dueling for 
fifth at the time, Wirth was outbut Odom 
remounted, only to crash again by him- 
self trying to make up ground, 

Nixon apparently found the right com- 
bination in the Semi and came on to fin- 
ish sixth in the final earning thirteen 
national points, enough to place him se- 
cond behind Lawwill who had taken the 
lead for the third time, Mert now enjoys 
a margin of 30 points over Nixon going 
into the Santa Rosa, Calif, mile track 
national this Sunday afternoon, 

The race in the final was for second 
between Portland’s Sonny Burres and 
Dick Mann, Mann followed Burres most 
of the way and then started bidding for 
second with only three laps to go. Each 
time down the straightaway Mann would 
try to pass on the outside against the wall, 
Burres kept the door shutand took second 
by a matter of inches, His second place 
finish was the best recorded by a Wash- 
ington or Oregon rider in the five year 
history of the event, Last year Emil 
Ahola finished third with Burres run- 
ning fifth, Ahola never got going this 
-— and ran ninth, Mann's comment

Rayborn came into the event leading 
the national point race but ran 11th and 
the final, scored no points and dropped 
all the way back to third in the national 
standings, 

The Amateur affair was a California 
sweep for the first three positions, Dave 
Aldana defeated Keith Mashburn in the 
heat race but Mashburn returned to take 
the lead early and go on for his second 
win on the circuit, Bob Haynes rode his 
best race of the season and held Aldana 
for second spot, 

Idaho’s Thad Lawrence was disquali- 
fied during the amateur final, A tworid- 
er crash brought out the black flag and 
all but Lawrence returned to the starting 
line immediately under the rule, Law- 
rence went to the far end of the track by 
the pits for repairs and was disqualified 
by Referee Dave Welsh. Earlier he had 
won his heat race, defeating Don Castro 
and Frank Gillespie,

FRED NIX DIES 
IN BAKERSFIELD 
BUGGY CRASH 


Professional racing lost one of its 
favorite champions last Friday. Fred 
Nix, Harley-Davidson factory team rid- 
er, was fatally injured in Bakersfield 
while driving a dune buggy on a streetin 
a local park, 

Fred had to pass up the Castle Rock 
National TT because his racer was brok- 
en and went to Bakersfield to try out his 
new buggy. Teammate Bart Markel also 
had to pass up Castle Rockduetoa wrist 
injury he received at the Ascot National, 

Both riders purchased dune buggies in 
Los Angles and towed them to Bakers- 


* field, They turned into an unmarked one- 


way street (going the right direction) 
when they changed their minds, made a 
U-turn and started back out of the Park, 
Neither rider was aware that it was a 
one-way street. 

Nix came around a corner and toavoid 
a head-on collision with another car tried 
to go between the car and an embankment, 
There was not enough room andapartial 
head-on collision resulted, Fred was 
killed instantly with cause of death listed 
as a ruptured heart, 

Markel, who was traveling behind Nix, 
was able to brake in time and was not 
involved in the accident. 

Nix ha d won two nationals this year 
was ninth in the current point standings, 
He had a total of eleven national wins 
at the time of his death and was rated 
the best mile track rider in the nation 
on the basis of winning last five mile 
races in a row. 

He won his first national race at Sac- 
ramento in 1966, winning in the last ten 
yards, He tied a single season national 
win record last year when he won 
six national races. 

His recent win at the Loudon N.H, 
road race placed him a special spot in 
racing in that he is one of few riders 
to win in every type of national event 
offered. He had won all but a TT event. 

Nix first gained national fame in 1965 
when he was the high point short track 
rider in the nation, He was in fact, 
nearly unbeatable in the weekly quarter 
mile events held every Wednesday at 
Santa Fe Park in Chicago, He has been 
the point champion there the last three 
years in a row, 

He was national #95 until this year 
when he took over #3 from the retured 
Al Gunter. He rode H-Dhis entire racing 
career. During the season each year he 
made his home in Franksville, Wisconsin 
but returned to his native Lawton, Okla- 
homa at the end of each season, Fred is 
survived by his wife and 2-year-old 
daughter,

Markup is very low, but prices for 
parts are high, A porcealinized exhaust 
manifold costs the shop $26 and sells 
to the customer for only $30. Ball 
bearings are remanufactured, broken 
cases are intricately welded together 
from jagged pieces, filed to shape and 
then sandblasted and remachined. 

How well do the old fours hold up in 
use? “The early models are okay for 
Short rides, but they shouldn't be run 
over 45 miles an hour," Bob Cavanaugh 
advises, The later models, 1938 to 1942

Desert Mud At Deadman's Point

DEADMAN'S POINT, July 20, 1969—Usu- 
ally super tight, this month's version of 
the Deadman's course was rerouted away

European Speedway News 
By Peter White 


The Final of the Speedway Champion- 
ship of the World is drawing closer. 
Meeting is set down for Wembley Stad- 
ium, London on Saturday, September 13 
when sixteen of the world’s finest speed 
gladiators will battle it out for the plum, 

Since the British and Continental qual- 
ifying rounds began earlier this season 
many riders have fallen by the wayside, 
There now remains only the European 
Final and British Final to be run off. 
Former is scheduled for Olching, West 
Germany on August 24 while the British 
Final will be decided at West Ham, Lon- 
don on August 5. 

The top ten point scorers from the 
Olching meeting will qualify for Wem- 
bley. The top six from the West Ham 
meeting will go forward to the Final 
itself. This puts the British riders at a 
disadvantage as the number of places 
they have been allotted in the Final 
seems to diminish year by year. 

Most startling fact of the rounds so far 
has been the failure of the Russian con- 
tingent, Following the Continental Final 
at Ufa, Russia, last month only one Ham- 
mer and Sickle boy has gone on to con- 
test the European Final, His chances of 
going on further to Wembley are almost 
nil, He is Vladimir Klementiev, a new 
name on the Russian scene. Against the 
top Polish and Swedish riders he is bound 
to be outpaced, The Poles wereina class 
of their own in the Continental Final and 
employed controversial team tactics to 
get several riders through. 


Line up for the British Final will be 
Barry Briggs, Howard Cole, (England), 


Jim McMillan (Scotland), Charlie Monk 
(Australia), Ken McKinlay (Scotland), 
Eric Boocock (England), Nigel Boocock 
(England), Reg  Luckhurst (England), 
Trevor Hedge (England), Ray Wilson 
(England), Garry Middleton (Australia), 
Tommy Roper (England), Roy Trigg 
(England), Colin Pratt (England), Ivan 
Mauger (New Zealand — reigning world 
champion) and Ronnie Moore (New Zea- 
land). 

Only two Australians have qualified, 
the shock omission being current Kan- 
garoos champion Jim Airey, He suffered 
a machine blow-up in his semi final 
round, 

On present form the World Final looks 
like a battle between Kiwis Mauger and 
Briggs. These two are setting the league 
scene alight in England this year and 
have proved tops in international matches 
as well, 

The leading riders from Sweden ap- 
peared in five Test matches in England 
last month and received unmerciful 
thrashings, Most have been absent from 
British league racing this year and in 
fact four — Anders Michanek, Bengt 
Jansson, Hasse Holmqvist and Torbjorn 
Harrysson — have been banned because 
of their insistance on ‘over the top’ 
payments, 

The Swedes are obviously feeling the 
effects of not racing in Britain, Their 
league table does not contain half as 
many fixtures and thus the riders seem 
to be a little stale, 

This could keep the likes of Ove Fundin 
from pressing the Kiwis in the world 
title tilt.

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TRIALS-

Trials is beyond any doubta motor- 
cycle sport which is becoming increas- 
ingly popular both in Europe and in 
America. But, what is that motorcyclist 
sport called Trials? Many people think 
it isa complicated and hardly spectacular 
specialty capable of drawing the atten- 
tion of the initiated only. Of course, itis 
necessary to know the peculiarities of 
Trials to appreciate its qualities though 
it is by no means an intricate puzzle. 

We may define Trials as a motorcycle 
test where the rider's skill, endurance 
and regularity are the main factors 
in winning, 

Trials is a pure sport. The men who 
take part in these competitions are 
amateurs, If the Trial requires physical 
and mechanical endurance and great 
skill, it is fundamentally a sportfor one's 
own personal fun, The cross-country 
trials course is usually composed of dirt 
roads, rough country and forest paths 
where the rider invariably enjoys a fast 
ride even when time is not pressing. 
Internationally, the race is two laps of 
30 - 40 miles each, with over two dozen 
non-stop sections in all, About 12 or 15 
miles per hour is usually the average 
speed set for the race, At first sight, 
this speed looks slow, but it must be 
borne in mind that some areas are very 
difficult to negotiate. Besides, before 
engaging on the non-stop zones, riders 
usually stop and examine them minutely 
on foot, and wait to see how the other 
riders who have preceded them tackle 
the stretch, Thus a considerable length 
of time is lost which greatly affects the 
general average speed and compels the 
rider to hurry up after, 

We have referred to the non-stop sec- 
tions. These are some comparatively 
short stretches where the rider's skill 
counts for much; they form part of the 
course and riders are penalized depend- 
ing on the way they get through them. 
Primarily, the rider is required to nego- 
tiate the stretch without stopping and 
with both feet on his foot-rests. Only the 
very best succeed, for non-stop sections 
are usually so rugged and irregular that

riders can hardly get through them feet 
up. A rider crossing a non-stop section 
feet up and without stopping is not penal- 
ized. If he touches the ground just once 
but does not stop (this is called *'one 
dab’’) he is penalized 1 mark, Should he 
touch the ground more than once with one 
or both feet to help the mount get for- 
ward, he is penalized 3 marks. Now, 
should his mount fail to make progress 
(because of a jam, or through any other 
cause) he is penalized 5 marks. This 
situation is usually known as ‘‘failure’’. 

Non-stop sections are usually com- 
posed of natural elements, with natural 
obstacles not subject to changes or mani- 
pulation, A classical non-stop is a pebbly 
steep stream bed formed by rains or the 
melting of ice and snow, the bed to be 
tackled from bottom to top. The course 
may also run along shallow streams 
where the bottom does not show very 
clearly, slippery slopes, steep sandy 
paths on which wheels are apt to skid, 
stony paths of all sorts, etc, In a good 
non-stop section, the beginning and the 
end of the run and its whole stretch are 
quite visible. The difficulty does not lie 
in zigzagging or driving as you would in 
a gymkhana, but to ride along a natural 
very steep course full of natural obsta- 
cles in a practically straight line and 
into that the rider may choose the best 
way according to his personal abilities. 
Still, the beginning and end of the sec- 
tion are signalized — the opening is not 
under 4 feet in width — with arrows, 
ribbons, small squares or flags, so there 
won't be any doubt as to the course to 
be covered. 

PENALIZATIONS, 

Penalizations affecting the rider's 
classification may vary slightly depend- 
ing on the rules in force for each parti- 
cular Trial, but they usually consist of: 
TIME. One minute delay at the start: 1 
mark, A delay in excess of 20 minutes 


_ at the start entails rider’s elimination, 


For every minute delay at the Finish: 1 
mark, In some Trials a maximum delay 
is specified, and rider is disqualified if 
he exceeds it. 

FAULTS, To refuse to tackle a non-stop 
section: 10 marks lost. Incorrectattitude

towards an officer or a marshall of the 
meeting, or towards another rider: 100 
marks lost, 

STYLE: While negotiating a non-stop 
stretch: Touching ground with one foot: 
1 mark lost. Touching ground with one 
foot, more than once, or with both feet: 
3 marks lost. For one “failure’’ (stop- 
ping forward motion, killing engine): 5 
marks lost, Rider incurs the same fault 
if he tries to push his way forward by 
leaning with any part of his body (foot, 
hand, etc.) on any obstacle whatever, be 
it a tree, a wall, a rock, etc, : 

TRIALS MOTORCYCLES, The motor- 
cycles used by trial riders have devel- 
oped a great deal quicker than the trial 








proper. Engines are both powerful and 
smooth running. With one of these mounts 
you can slow down to a minimum speed, 
or even to nil, without using the clutch, 
and the moment you give the engine a 
little gas the.mount shoots ahead instant- 
ly. 

Frame, wheels and the rest of the 
machine down to its minutest parts are 
considered so that the rider will enjoy 
maximum balance, reliability, ground 
clearance and ease of handling. 

The organization technique has also 
progressed by leaps and bounds, and so 
it is possible to get the final results as 
the riders reach the goal, The use of the 
individual card has proved a decisive 
factor. Every rider has a card, and upon 
leaving the non-stop section, the corres- 
ponding officer of the course punches his 
card at the 0, 1, 5 or 5 mark square. 
WHAT IS THE ATTRACTION OF THE 
TRIALS? 

We have so far outlined the main pecu- 
liarities of this enthusing modern sport, 
the Trial, In practice, Trials offers two 
different facets, one of them being a 
most charming course, usually a splendid 
run across the mountain where one can 
ride at a fairly good speed in all sorts 
of ground, enjoying nature, The Trials 
course is an excellent medium to help 
you become a good rider no matter the 
specialty you favor. Young riders who 
intend starting with motocross should

start with a complete Trial season be- 
fore, since they would learn to ride fast 
on muddy surfaces, stony paths and all 
kinds of rugged roads all by themselves, 
away from the eyes of the crowd, As to 
the second aspect of the Trial, it is a 
great school for the young motorcyclist, 
since he learns to master his mount toa 
limit which the non-initiated consider 
marvelous, and he keeps his balance 
under the most trying conditions, 

It is not only a test bench, Motorcy- 
clists of different ages, possessing di- 
verse degrees of dexterity, feel that 
Trials is real fun and a means of keep- 
ing physically fit, a pure sport which 
allows you to keep in contact with nature, 
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In fact, you pit your skill against that of 
other riders in an amiable, clean atmos- 
phere of comradeship as opposed to the 
uncertain climate of rivalry so common 
to other sports where competitors want 
to be first at all costs. 

Among the trialists there exists always 
a warm friendship, no matter in what 
part of the world the sport is in vogue, A 
spirit of cooperation and comradeship no 
one would dare to impair through anta- 
gonism of exaggeration. That’s why such 
riders as approach the Trial for the first 
time feel interested and athome straight 
away. Because it is a sport in which you 
always win and learn, a sport which en- 
riches you, not with money but with 
ethical and moral values. In a word, a 
real sport.

As the flag was dropped, they all went 
into the corner together and as they came 
out, it was Steve Bast, Sammy Tanner, 
Rick Woods, and Jack O’Brien, For some 
reason, Tanner was really leaning on his 
throttle and as they came into the 
second corner, the crowd really came

mE WHERE SHALL WE RIDE TO ? —

Looking for a place to go on that two 
wheeled beauty of yours?

Ride down Interstate 5 until you see the 
turnoff to the San Diego International 
Airport, Go to the Airport on Harbor 
Drive, but continue beyond it until you 
reach Rosecrans Blvd, Make a left (South) 
turn until you come to Canon Street. By 
then you will see the State 209 Highway 
signs which you follow past the Navy 
Electronic Lab and the Rosecrans Na- 
tional Cemetary to the Cabrillo National 
Monument, With the exception of some 
little park in Utah, the Cabrillo National 
Monument has more visitors than any 
other, Almost a million and one quarter 
persons visited it in 1968, and there is 
a 20% increase in attendance so far this 
year.

Operated by the Department of In- 
terior, the Cabrillo National Monument 
is staffed by courteous employees of the 
National Park Service who try to make 
your visit pleasant and informative. 

The first thing that meets the visitor’s 
eye is the old Spanish Lighthouse which is 
misnomer because the lighthouse was 
built on the tip of Point Loma in 1854 by 
the United States Government, It was one 
of eight lights authorized for the West 
Coast. For nearly 40 years it served as 
a beacon for passing ships 462 feet be- 
low. In 1891, because the famous Cali- 
fornia coastal fogs obscured the light at 
its great height, the old building was 
abandoned and a more visible one was 
built at sea level, It is still in use and is 
manned by the Coast Guard, 


Recently constructed, in time for San 
Diego’s 200th Anniversary, the new Vis- 
itor’s Center is open, In it is housed a 
museum and information desk, There is 
also a public auditorium where free films 
pertaining to the history of the monu-

ment are shown every hour on the hour, 
A complete listing of their titles and 
showing times is posted on a board in the 
foyer of the auditorium, We caught the 
11 a.m. show which was the story of Juan 
Rodriquez Cabrillo and how he left the 
Port of Navidad on the west coast of 
Mexico on June 27, 1542, Three months 
later, after frequent stops to avoid bad 
weather (his ships were small— the San 
Salvadore was less than 100 feet long and 
the Victoria was smaller and had no 
deck), the expedition approached what is 
now San Diego Bay which he then named 
San Miguel. 

From December through February 
visitors crowd the stone wall over look- 
ing the Pacific watching the migration of 
the California Gray whale, These docile 
giants were once almost extinct because 
of extensive whaling operations. Since the 
establishment of the International Whal- 
ing Commission, the giant mammal has 
made & comeback and hundreds of the 35 
to 50 foot whales may be observed spout- 
ing offshore as they migrate to and from

prepared to face and fight the problems 
of just every day living, plus new prob- 
lems from living in strange countries, 
PLUS the problems you’ll have with rac- 
ing. Russ thanks Kelvin Franks and Stu 
Peters for the information they packed 
into him before he left, and when he 
comes back himself he offers any help he 
can to others who are going to make the 
trip. Cheri is also going to put together 
some pointers for wives who will be ac- 
companying their husbands, After all, 
Europe isn’t Outer Mongolia but it sure 
as heck isn’t Kansas, and can be a bit 
lonely should youarrive ina blinding rain 
storm in a country where you can’t even 
read the language!

TIJUANA, MEXICO, July 13, 1969 — Jim 
Casey, riding three bikes in as many 
classes captured three first place tro- 
phies here today. Starting off in the 100cc 
class Jim easily outpointed Kawasaki 
mounted Dennis Lymons and Hodaka 
jockey Al Wright who took second and 
third. Then competing in the 125cc series 
of motos he turned back Al Wright and 
Kawasaki rider Rick Chapman whose 
efforts were not quite enough. 
Remaining at the starting line he 
stepped off of his little machine and ex- 
changed it for a bigger Kawasaki and 
proceeded to defeat all comers in the 
200ce class, Riding a Kawasaki, Rick 
Chapman beat out Eric Hereth, who was 
riding a Honda, for second spot, 
Because the entry list was small, 
everything over 250’s was grouped into 
one class and Matchless master Rich 
Ribley easily dominated the class to win 
first place and Bultaco pilot Ron Bennet 
looked impressive while capturing sec- 
ond, A young open Novice rider, Steve 
Sharp finished third on a Matchless, 


at scrambles, so on one mythical day 
we'll say eight 500 Amateurs sign in. 
Eight riders will give them three motos 
and plenty of riding. But as sign-in con- 
tinues there are some 250's getting in 
there and suddenly, instead of motos 
you're riding heats. Maybe you don't 
make the main and therefore don't get 
points for the day. If those class jumpers 
weren't in your class you'd have ridden 
motos and received your points. Not only 
that, it dragged the day out more. Instead 
of the three races, that class ended with 
two heats, plus a semi and then the main, 
adding just that much more time to drag 
out the day. 

No one likes to rat on the guy sitting 
next to him on the line, and Some riders 
take a ‘ho hum"? attitude, **so what, let 
him ride." But, should they be done out 
of some points by that chap, boy does the 
attitude change in a hurry! “If that so- 
and-so hadn’t been in there, I’d have got 
third place!’’ 

It's obvious that this is going to be a 
bit of storm in a teacup for quitea while 
and I truly don't know if it can ever be 
completely controlled but some of the 
Competition Committee have got some 
good ideas to stop it. Club referees would 
watch the line more carefully and whena 
rider who is pulling a naughty is ob- 
served, when the results come out his 
name will be listed as disqualified and 
the steward keeping the points in that 
riding division will automatically deduct 
a percentage of his points, This same 
thing could be done for any rule infrac- 
tion and would save a lotofhassles at the 
track, with the rider, as usual, being 
given the chance to speak for himself be- 
fore the Competition Committee, There 
are still suggestions being discussed and 
most of the Comp. Comm know that under 
certain circumstances rules can be bent 
a little bit but if everyone did anything 
they wanted we'd have chaos! 

As for bending rules a bit, the Compe- 
tition Committee voted to allow riders to 
ride two classes in the same division 
i.e. 50cc and a 100cc or a 175 and a 250 
etc, and the District will petition this be 
changed in the national rule book when 
the Competition Congress meets, 


Young Steve is showing marked im- 
provement of late and really sparkled as 
he captured first in the last moto, 

The 1/4 mile beautifully banked TT 
course is perhaps the finest track in the 
Southwest and our Mexican neighbors had 
it manicured to perfection, A large crowd 
of local townspeople filled the stands and 
cheered enthusiastically although racing 
secretary, Earl Roloff, had to create a 
racing card with only 15 entries, The 
track is easily accessible, the trophies 
are large and plentiful and the races are 
finished long before the horse races and 
bull fights so it is a simple matter to 
return to the States with no waiting at 
the border. 

In this writer's opinion a lot of young 
riders could be gaining valuable racing 
experience with a better chance of pick- 
ing up a trophy than they would ever 
have in a District 37 or 38 sanctioned 
race where the riders are riding hell 
bent after those coveted points. So load 
your bike in the back of your pickup and 
come on down to T-Town for the TT 
time of your life,

"FINDING FIFTEEN MPH” 


As if in answer to the un-answered 
question of why the Triumphs were so 
fast in the production race at the TT, 
Doug Hele has come out with this list, 
“Sort of a Part’? equals Speed thing. A 
good Bonneville gets 115 mph, add 2 
mph for PR mufflers, add 2 mph for 
longer rubber mounted carbs, add 1 mph 
for the-overbore, another 4 mph for the 
compression boost to 10.5, add alloy 
wheels for 1 mph, 2 mph for close ratio 
gears and 5 mph for the aerodynamics 
of the fairing. 

That accounts for 17 mph, or 132 mph, 
but what about Gould's Bonneville that 
clocked 140 mph? Ah yes, one less tooth 
on the rear sprocket which must add up 
to 8 mph. 


"SUCCESSFUL SUZUKI” 


Suzuki motocross machinery is catch- 
ing the eyes of the big motocross men, 
Their long tailed model has had a bob 
job on its expansion chamber to make it 
legal so that when it begins winning there 
will be no protests, 

Sylvain Geboers, point leader in the 
250 class, is under contract to ride it 
next year, Now Joel Roberts is talking 
turkey with Suzuki, Once before Roberts 
talked with Suzuki about riding their’s, as 
did Hallman but both turned it down at 
that time because there was so much 
sorting out to do they would lose in the 
long run. Now maybe things are differ- 


ent, 
"SPEEDY OSSA” 


While Ossa continue to hang about as 
the dark horse with the most potential 
the factory continues its road race de- 
velopment, Currently leading the world 
championship point race in the 250 class, 
they are turning in some fine results 
with an outdated air cooled single, 

Ossa’s top rider, Santiago Herreros, 
notched a third place at the TT, clocking 
over 133 mph, Atthe recent Dutch Class- 
ic he again beat all but the two works 
Benelli’s, no mean feat, 

Except for an experimental water 
cooled job, Ossa’s engines are a straight- 
forward design. Air cooled, six speed 
and slightly over-square bore and stroke. 
What accounts for thehigh horsepower is 
the giant porting. Carburetor is a whop- 
ping 1-5/8’ and would be bigger if one 
was made. Horsepower is quoted as 40- 
42 and considering its speed it does not 
seem unreasonable. 

Also helping speed is the narrow and 
light shape. The frame is welded alloy 
monocoque that includes the gas and oil 
tank integral. Yes, oil tank for the Ossa 
uses a direct pressure to the bottom and 
plus 5% in the gas tank, 

Ossa’s other effort, the twin barreled 
460cc Yankee is still progressing, A 
batch of 50 built into road race frames 
are being constructed currently.

This may prove the beginning of the12 
hour motocross marathon since everyone 
was seemed to have a bell, The 2 and 3 
hour races surprisingly claimed very few 
machines, Those teams riding with two 
bikes had ita little easier as they were 
able to change riders with no trouble, As 
one rider leftthe course the other entered 
on the other machine all gassed and 
fresh, As riders changed machines it was 
nice to see Dad, Mom, wife, kids, friends 
and teammates all in there pitching to 
help out, 

As the 125s lined up for the LeMans 
start it was anybodys guess which Jr- 
Senior combination could do it, All 
brands were well represented; Penton, 
Sachs, Bultaco, Yamaha, and Hodaka, 
Stu Peters dropped the flag and they were 
off, Lars Larsson grabbed the lead with 
the field stringing out behind, As the 
how difficult a job it was going to be to 
Score this race, Lap after lap Larsson 
led then teammate Benites took over with 
strategy coming into play here as some 
teams chose to start with juniors riding 
first so the senior would ride against 
junior riders thus making for easy pic-

Peter Fonda was on tour promoting 
another film when he conceived the 
image of two young men experiencing 
«the ultimate freedom,” as they saw it, 
a trip across the country on motorcycles, 

The more Fonda thought about the idea 
the more he felt it could make anew and 
daring type of motion picture, He called 
his long-time friend Dennis Hopper and 
told him the idea, Hopper was ecstatic 
and immediately the pair began planning 
the project: a film called ‘‘Easy Rider’, 
Before it was finished the film would 
entail the traveling of hundreds of thou- 
sands of vehicle miles and the utilization 
of the largest motion picture set ever 
devised - the entire southwestern portion 
of the United States.

Yamaha International Corporation has 
announced the institution of a nationwide 
Basic Rider Training Program through 
its more than 1200 dealers across the 
United States. 

This program is the first to be offered 
in a complete package by a major motor- 
cycle manufacturer, Its sole purpose is 
teaching people how to ridea motorcycle 
before they purchase one, 

In the past, the motorcycle industry 
and its dealers have been criticized for 
the lack of training, or programs to 
supply the training needs, 

Yamaha has now taken the lead with a 
realistic training package that devotes 
twelve hours to teach a person how to 
properly start, operate and stop a motor- 
cycle in a safe and legal manner. 

Approximately ten of the twelve hour 
program is devoted to actual riding, The 
remaining two hours familiarize the 
student rider with state laws that apply 
wherever the school is being conducted, 
and also, how to take — and pass — a 
special operators license test, if the 
state requires one, 

The Yamaha system has a unique 
method for teaching proper starting 
(takoff) procedures, Itinsures thata first 
time rider will not *^wheelie'' up in the 
air or over backwards, Italso eliminates 
“stalling” the engine, 

Another well covered aspect in this 
new program is the motorcycle stopping 
phase, The Yamaha method not only has 
the students stop their machines under 
control, but includes an ''Emergency 
Stop" procedure that shows a new rider 
how to avoid collision and injury under 
emergency conditions. This phase has 
also met with 100% success in all pilot 
schools, 

The complete package comes in a 
*kit" including information to obtain 
insurance and a sample test question- 
naire for new riders, The success of this 
program is evident, says Rockwood, as 
schools and organizations from all over 
the country are asking for assistance and 
advice to set up programs; even motor 
vehicle departments in several states 
requested Yamaha International to teach 
their drivers license examiners how to 
ride motorcycles, using Yamaha's Basic
